Continuation of 13. Other: The applicant argues that Gronemeyer does not state or suggest that product information stored on the server 
includes a limit corresponding to a possible parametric data information of an associated operating parameter. The information stored in 
Gronemeyer included the number of hard drives and hard drive capacity (Col 3, lines 10-37). In this instance, capacity is a limit and the 
number of hard drives is posible parametric data information of an associated operating parameter. The applicant also argues that 
Gronemeyer does not suggest that the server generates an offer of goods or services based upon this relationship. However, 
Gronemeyer describes this interaction on Col 2, lines 41-57) . 
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
